SuperCPU 64/10 Model Cancelled. 
20MHZ Model Still Slated. 

From CMD's Web page: Advanced orders for the SuperCPU 
have been instrumental in helping us track the demand for this product. 
Due to the extremely low percentage of orders we have received for the 
10 MHz version of this product, however, we cannot justify the extra 
costs involved in stocking parts for this version. We have therefore 
decided to eliminate the 64/10, and from this point forward we will only 
"accept orders for the 64/20 model. 

SuperCPU 128 Announced 

From Cmd's Web page: The most significant announcement is 
that we have determined that a C-128 version of the accelerator will be 
released. This decision has been based on the overwhelming number of 
requests we have received from C-128 users. Due to this response, we 
are confident that sufficient demand for a 128 version exists, and that we 
can justify the expense associated with its development. 
The specifications of the C-128 version will be virtually identical to its 
C-64 counterpart, and will support both C-64 and C-128 modes. 
Naturally, the SuperCPU 128 will have additional RAM, ROM and 
custom logic to support these capabilities. 

Co-Development In order to accommodate the development of 
the C-128 version, our engineers have had to alter their initial 
development schedule to allow additional time to co-develop portions of 
the C-128 version. Due to this we estimate that an additional six to eight 
weeks will be required, which will push initial deliveries for the C-64 
version into April (the C-128 version should be available approximately 
90 days later). 

The main thrust of this co-development is to attempt to utilize the 
same PC board for both the C-64 and C-128 versions. If we are 
successful with this approach, we can reduce the overall development 
cost of the C-128 version by amortizing many of the fixed costs 
associated with the design and production over both versions. 

While we may be able to use the same circuit board for both units, 
the chip sets for the two versions will be substantially different, and this 
may prohibit our ability to upgrade a 64 version to a 128 version. In 
addition, the extra circuitry required to produce the C-128 version may 
effect the retail price of this unit by as much as $100.00. Our goal is to 
keep the cost of the C-128 version below $300.00, but a firm estimate 
will not be available until later in the development cycle. Until then, we 
will not be taking advanced orders on the C-128 version. 

A Better Product Overall With the additional development time 



we believe that both the C-64 and C-128 versions will benefit. This time 
allows us to explore the possibility of additional features and capabilities 
which had previously been scrapped due to the tight development 
schedule. Additional information will be released as we are able to 
confirm the feasibility of these additional features. 

Although we're disappointed that our initial production schedule 
for the C-64 version cannot be met, we're excited about the potential this 
decision brings to the Commodore market. By supporting the C-128 
platform, we believe that we will see more third party development as a 
whole, which will benefit both C-64 and C-128 users by further 
strengthening our market.

Using Gifs On The C64

I was wondering if anyone could help me out on this question? I 
understand that CompuServe developed GIF for a way for all computers to 
exchange pictures/graphic information. I know that you have to have a 
machine specific viewer such as VGIF64, and that the C64 is limited to only 16 
colors but can you still view GIFs from an IBM etc. machine with a VGIF64 
viewer? Do they have to be converted somehow? Can you view them even if 
they have 256 colors+7 

Yes, there would be no problem to view pictures with more colors 
then 16. The viewer will "re-build" it so that it will look as good as 
possible. A better program to do so with pictures from PC and Amigas 
will be GoDot! a German developed program that works like Photoshop 
or Art Department Pro on PC and Amiga. You can scale, choose amount 
of colors and then even save it in IFLI format (320x200 with 16x16 
colors on the C64). And that looks VERY good. 

It has full CMD support and 64NET support. Works faster when a 
Flash8 or Super CPU 64 is added (when it comes). It costs 49.- DM (the 
full version with 64NET support and IFLI). There's also a Shareware 
version released, but then you will only be able to save in FLI (160x200 
in 16colors). I STRONGLY RECOMMEND THE PROGRAM, you 
can't be without it and it has a very nice GUI implemented, very 
professional. The program can be ordered from:

Cleaning Computer Keyboards 

By: SMS MIKE @ DMB. I overhaul Commodore 128 and 64 
Keyboards for folks who are having problems. I also work on other 
keyboards when the mood strikes me. In the end, the problems I run into 
are just about the same on all of them. Rusted Springs, and DIRT inside 
the contact areas ! ! Keyboard Killers ! ! 

It seems like some folks believe that a keyboard that's dirty on the 
outside, is also dirty on the inside. They use all sorts of solutions to clean 
up the keys, and they THINK that is going to make the keyboard work 
better. 

Well folks, it won't make your keyboard work better. All it will 
do is make your keys look clean... and, if you use any cleaner with 
WATER in it, you are also setting up a RUST system inside the key 
spring areas. 

I believe that I have overhauled around 100 keyboards in the last 
five years. Every one of them had just about the same problem. RUST in 
the key springs, and all sorts of things in the key contact areas (inside the 
circuit board case). 

Hair was the biggest problem for bad contacts... YUP, you heard 
me correctly HAIR inside the circuit board (under the keys and DOWN 
inside the electronics area). 

Let's talk here folks: Those signs that say "No Eating, Drinking or 
Smoking around the Computer," are pure BULL. Don't believe a word 
of it! The stuff that screws up a computer keyboard is DIRT, HAIR, and 
Water from cleaning solutions that are used to keep them (clean 
looking)... 

Smoke your butt off, (the keys and screen will get yellow). Eat up 
a storm, ( the crumbs will accumulate down at the bottom of the space 
bar). Spill Coffee or Tea or what ever on the keyboard... It will make it 
sticky but it will not get into the GUTS where the electronic contacts 
live! 

De-Natured Alcohol is your life blood cleaner for keyboards. 
NOT rubbing Alcohol, and NOT spray cleaners of any kind that contain 
WATER!! 

If you spill a drink on your keyboard, wash the sucker off with 
DE-Natured Alcohol. Drench the darn thing with the liquid, and if you 
have blower or vacuum cleaner available, blow or suck the excess out of 
the keys. 

The GUTS of a keyboard are protected by many different things. 
The outside is just for SHOW.... It's what happens UNDER the keys that 
makes the computer operate. DEEP inside is a circuit board. The keys 
you push contact carbon pads on the circuit board. Each key has a little 
carbon pad on the end of it. When that carbon pad of the key touches the 
carbon contacts on the circuit board, (Letters jump up on your screen). 
Each KEY has a spring under it... Those springs are metal (oh wow) 

Water based cleaners RUST metal springs. Not just because they 
contain water... NO, NO, NO.... It's because they contain CLEANERS 
in a water based solution. The stuff ATTACKS the springs... There is 
darn near no way to rinse those cleaners out from under the keys or the 
springs. 

De-natured Alcohol will dry without leaving a film, and it will 
dry quickly enough to not start the "electro chemical process) which we 



call RUST. 

Q: DANIEL DEADEYE @ TCP. I spilled chocolate milk on one of my 
keyboards and damaged it permanently. I wish I knew how to fix that 
one. I'll just pay $15 to get another one from a computer resale shop. 

Q: By PEBBLES @ DMB. Mike I know hair is a major problem for 
me. Not my own hair though. I have three cats. And yes they manage to 
walk all over the keyboard. The walking I don't think does that much 
damage since it is the same as typing. What I really wanted to know is 
where can I get a cover or something so that it at least keeps that damn 
hair out? 

Too bad I can't find those over the entire keyboard plastic over 
lays. They are all made for a standard 101. All I can think of if worse 
come to worse is to buy two of three of them and improve with cutting 
and pasting so to speaks. Taking parts of it and cutting them apart to fit 
the keyboard for my 128D.

A: Well Pebbly Poo, when I HAD a cover for my computer (Pre- 
Hurricane Andrew) it was nothing more than a bath towel that I had cut 
and sewn the corners on. I made it a bit like a form fitting sheet. I put 
elastic on the corners and sewed the elastic into the gathers on each 
edge. Worked perfectly for dust and dirt, and did a fair job of keeping 
mositure and spills containted. 

I never could see spending good money for a cover I could make 
myself. There are lots and lots of materials that are moisture proof and 
easy to hand or machine sew (I do both)... 

I never saw any need for a cover that I could see through 

Besides, a custom fit cover is just that (custom fit). You can notch the 
areas where the cables go, you can tailor it for a perfect fit, you can even 
cut out fancy letters and put your name on the cover... Class! ! 
If you can't sew, just throw a towel over the computer and tuck under 
the edges., does the same thing (just isn't CLASS)! 

SMS MIKE (SUPER Skumbag of the South) 

Q: By ARTLOVER @ DMB. Bird feathers are fun. Expecialy 
considering I don't even own any birds (yet). A friend does though, and 
I end up with feathers. 

BTW: spilling coffee or whatever on your keyboard may not get 
into the keyboard itself, but it sure will get on your mother-board (at 
least in the case of C-64' s and flat 1 28 ' s. I spilt a glass of iced-tea on my 
128 once, I had a heck of a time trying to get the board clean under the 
two ram banks 

A: And a Ho, Ho, Ho to you Art... I know the feeling! I dumped about 
half a can of beer on my 128 keyboard two months ago. Had to stand the 
sucker up on the front edge and let the beer run out of the case. 

After that, I tore the darn thing apart and drilled "Drain Holes" 
under the front half of the Mother Board and in the very forward edge 

just below the the cover joint Knowing me, it's going to happen 

again!!! 

It didn't bother me to get the keyboard wet, it's just the darn 
alcohol abuse that's hard to live with.. Lost half a can of perfectly good 
beer! 

Clean up is fairly simple on my machines. I don't run that darn 
static/heat shield on any of my boards. Pop the cover and blow them 
out... DONE! 

Never could find a reason for that darn piece of tin anyway. The 
system runs a whole bunch cooler without it.

Rep. Jerrold Nadler Turns Web Page Black 
To Protest Internet Censorship 

Washington, D.C. - Rep. Jerrold Nadler (D-NY) became the first 
Member of Congress to protest censorship language in the recently 
passed telecommunications bill by turning his Internet homepage to 
black. "I am proud to join the thousands of groups and individuals who 
are committed to freedom of expression, and are turning their web pages 
black to show their opposition to cyber-censorship," said Rep. Nadler. 
The telecommunications bill, which Rep. Nadler voted against, included 
language that will result in the restriction of a free flow of information 
on the Internet. The provision stipulates that "indecent" materials cannot 
be distributed over the Internet to minors, "While the stated intent of this 
provision is to limit minors' access to 'indecent' material, in fact, its 
effect will be to limit everyone's constitutionally guaranteed right to free 
expression," said Rep. Nadler. "This provision will dangerously 
constrain free electronic speech. It is the cyberspace equivalent to book 
burning, and those who claim to support the First Amendment have a 
responsibility to speak out against this harmful measure," said Rep.

It is time I note something to the class. 
Since there are so many ways to connect to the 
Internet, there is an infinite number a 
descriptions on how to do this. For the class, I 
will demonstrate accessing the Internet from a 
UNIX "shell" account. If you are using a 
commercial service, or a BBS, your method 
will differ, but the ideas will be the same. 

If you dialed directly into the provider, a 
login prompt will be shown on screen. If you 
used a network service like TymNet or 
SprintNet, you will be presented with a 
"service" prompt, which will allow you to 
choose the service or provider you wish to use. 
Some network services will need authentication 
before displaying the "service" prompt. In any 
case, the provider should have sent you the 
required information to fill in these prompts. 

At the login prompt, you must enter the 
login the provider gave you. Then, a Password 
prompt will be displayed. Enter your password 
as given to you by the provider, and you will be 
authenticated. For example, on the UNIX shell 
account, the following is displayed on screen: 

BSDI BSD/OS 2.0 (conch.aa.msen.com) 
(ttypO) 

login: brain Password: 

Note that the password you type will not 
be echoed back to your screen. In some cases, 
"*" characters will be echoed for every 
character you type. This is normal. 

You are now on-line. On some systems, 
a menu will be displayed, while on other 
systems, like a UNIX shell account, the UNIX 
shell prompt will be shown, like so: 

Conch The HAWK 1> 

At this point, the world is at your 
fingertips. Start to navigate around the system 
if you have menus. Things to look for include 
an Internet sub-menu, the email sub-menu, the 
administrative/customer service sub-menu, the 
"workspace" sub-menu, and the "end session" 
menu item. 

Either way, the first item of business is 
to send someone some email. On the UNIX 



shell (simply called shell from now on), 
type: 

pine 

and hit return. This will introduce you 
to the PINE (Pine is not ELM ( ELM = 
Electronic Mailer, my personal favorite 
email program)) email program. PINE is 
good for the beginning Internet user. 
Whatever your email program, play around. 
You aren't going to hurt the program. Send 
someone (or yourself) an email message. 
That is all for this period. I want to end in 
time to answer any questions the class may 
have. Next time, we will explore the PINE 
email system, the ELM email system, and 
tackle FTP (File Transfer Protocol).
